Dear Mr. Weiaberg: 

This is in reply to your letter* of August 29 and September 5 
concerning the record* of the Warren Cosed, as ion. 

As indicated by notes on page 63 of the transcript of the executive 
session of the Coamiasion of January 21, 1964, a portion of that 
transcript fro* the bottom of page 63 to the bottom of page 73 is 
withheld from research under Guideline 2. The microfilm copy of 
indexes to numbered Commission document* was mailed to you. 

Our letter of May 20 to you indicates that it is the transcripts of 
executive sessions of the Comission among the Commission's records 
that are listed in the letter. The letter does not purport to list 
all executive sessions of the Cossdssion that may have been held. 

We did not intend to imply, of course , that your reference to the 
executive session of January 22, 1964, was the only proof of its 
existence. We do not have a transcript for that session, however. 

The fact that the transcript for the session of January 21, 1964, 
is numbered Volume 4 and th* transcript for the session of January 27 
is numbered Volume 5 indicates that no transcript for the session of 
January 22 waa prepared. We do not know of any executive sessions of 
the Commission for which we do not have transcript*, except the ses- 
sions of January 2? and September 1-8, 1964. As you know, we have 
minute* for the session of September 18, 1964. 

Although you appear at times to assume that our staff know* and 
constantly keep* in mind all information that is contained in the 
records of the Commission, I am sure that you are aware that this 
is not possible. Your research is your own responsibility, and we 
will make reeords of the Commission available to you for research 
concerning the many questions in which you are interested.
